Refinery Construction Will 


Start Soon In 


Word. from Savannah is to the 
effect that Savannah Sugar Re- 
finery Corp., will in the not too 
distance future start construction 
of a new refinery in Hendry coun- 
ty to be located immediately south 
of the Okeelanta Railroad spur on 
the Coast Line on 518523, (Indian 
Reservation: Road.) 

The new refinery will be the last 
word in-modern sugar refining 
machinery. and will he housed in a 
new. structure 210x204 feet, with 
full air conditioning. Officials of 
the refinery told this newspaper 
afew months ago when they were 
looking for a refinery site that 
100 people will be employed as a 
permanent staff and that. the re- 
finery will be operated year round. 

A letter from Lawton W. Cal- 
houn, president of .the refinery, 
states “Our company is delighted 
that its plans for a new, refinery 
will further cement relations with 
the State of Florida where : we 
have done business for more tha 
46 years. 

Not only do we purchase a very 
large volume of raw sugar from 
the Everglades area, amounting to 
well over $45,000,000 for the 1962- 
63 crop, but Florida has always 
been one of our largest marketing 
areas for refined sugars. 

We look forward eagerly to this 
new relationship and have keen 
awareness of the opportunity that 
this new venture presents.” 

The property, comprising 80 
acres on the west side of SR 823 
at the: railroad crossing, is about- 
one and three-quarters miles south 
of McDuffie’s corner.

corn’ commanded $2.50 pêr crate 


but there was little of this variety. 

Beans have not been in strong 
demand and the prices have .been 
unsatisfactory to growers. They 
have been receiving $3.25 for some 
of the best offerings but this price’ 
isn’t high enough to make any 
farmer rich. =

South Bay Bonds 
Water Expansion 


The thriving little city of South 
Bay is fast مال مه‎ way to relieve 
some of its growing pains, in that 
a better: water supply is in the 
offing. For years the city has 
purchased water from Belle Glade 
and now the city will gd into the 
water business on its own. 

A $375,000 water revenue bond 
issue by South Bay was validated- 
in Circuit Court Monday by Cir- 
cuit Judge James ‘R. Knott. 

The bonds are to be issued in 
denominations of $5,000 each ma- 
turing Jan. 1, 1999. 

The court validation is the next 
step toward the actual bond is- 
suance The proceeds are to be 
used for the construction’. ard 
acquisition of additions, extensions 
and improvements to the water 
system of the city. 

Repayment will be from the 
water revenues and from . the 
Utilities servicé taxes levied and 
collected by the-city.

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A group of Palm Beach property 
owners, headed by Maurice Frank, 
asked the county commission thia 
week to establish a special erosion 
district to protect a strip of beach 
property north of Lake Worth. 

The county board agreed that it 
was a sound proposition but riled 
out any immediate action sinoe 
creation of such a proposed dis- 
trict would hinge ori legislative ac- 
tion in 1965. 

Principal attraction of the 
Frank proposal was that property 
owners agreed to foot the entire 
bill. He proposed that a seawall be 
constructed along the ocean front 
—an area of about 2000 feet— 
and that cost of construction be 
charged directly to ‘the property 
owners. Frank suggested a bond 
issue to finance the work—an is- 
sue to be paid off in the next ten 
years by a special tax levy divided 
equally among the: beach property 
owners. 

The spokesman told the com- 
mission that the erosion problem 
in the area is becoming critical. As 
gn example, he said the Sea Breeze 
Hotel' which he owns, used to be 
more than 100 feet from the ocean 
—this week,the water was lapping 
the shoreline only 12 feet away. 

The commission referred Frank's 
proposal to its engineering and 
legal staff to determine, what, if 
anything, could be worked out. 

The county commission this 
week took steps to install a safe- 
ty signal at a rail crossing which 
last week wags the scene for the 
death of a young mother and her 
18-month old daughter. 

Commission George Warren 
asked the commission to approve 
some type of signal or flashing 
light at thé Seaboard Railroad on 
Germantown Road west of Delray 
Beach. He said the road is not 
heavily traveled and that it would

Dredge Purchase 
Headed For Rocks 


Purchase of a dredge by Palm 
Beach County for use, initially, for 
improvement of Lake Ida and 
Lake Osborn2, appeared headed 
for the rocks this week. 

The county had originally agreed 
to the purchase of a dredge from 
the American Marine and Ma- 
chinery Co,, of Nashville, Tenn. 
Later the deal hit a snag over re- 
ported patent infringements. 

The commission, last month, 
voted t6: cancel its, contract until 
such time as the patent disagree- 
ments were ironed out and the 
firth furnished a bond to prótect 
the county. 

Monday, County Attorney Har- 
ry Johnston reported that a bond 
had been furnished but that it was 
not satisfactory. 

The commission voted to re-af- 
firm its cancellation order. 

Cornmissioner George Warren, 
in whose district Lake Ida is lo- 
cated, won support of the commis- 
sion to call for bids for pumping 
100,000 cubic yards’’of fill from 
Lake Ida to be placed on the west 
side of the lake in an area being 
developed for recreational pur- 
poses.

Do And Don’t Rules 
For Fla. Hunters 


TALLAHASSEE — A list of 
“things to do and remember” for 
Florida hunters was issued today 
by A. D. Aldrich, director; Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion. 

In the interest of safety, good 
sportsmanship, and staying out of 
trouble, hunters should: 

Obtain a copy of and become 
familiar with the State and Fed- 
eral hunting rules and regulations. 

Always handle firearms in such 
a-manner that you or other people 
are not endangered. 

Obtain the regular state hunting 
license from a county judge and 
the special hunt area permit in ad- 
dition to your regular hunting !i- 
cense before entering any of the 
wildlife management areas super- 
vised by the Commission. 

Buy a duck stamp and write 
your name in ink across face ot 
stamp before hunting ducks or 
geese. 

Respect the property of otters | 
and always ask permission before | 
crossing fences or hunting on priv- ' 
ate lands. ٠ 

Plugsyoar shotgun to three-shell 
capacity, Aline and chamber 
combined: ; 

Never: use full-jacketed or mili- 
tary-style cartridge or .22 calibre 
rimfire cartridges while hunting 
or taking deer or bear. ' 

Always check hunting area for 
illegàl- bait and never shoot birds 
over baited area. 

Never hunt turkey with a dog 
and don’t hunt or kill a swimming 
deer. 

* Never carry or use a gun with 
a light in the woods or on the wat- 
er at night. 

Never use. artificial light, fire, 
net, trap, snare, poison, salt lick, 
Set guns or live decoys to hunt or 
take game animals or birds. 

Remember not to shoot doe or 
fawn deer, cub bear, panther, 


snow goose, Ross’ goose, brant, 
redhead or canvasback ducks, 
swan, non-game or song birds, Key 
Deer, alligators, Everglades Kite, 
hawk, owl, or eagle. Such animals 


are fully protected \by law. 

Always look beforeyou shoot. 

Aldrich said that there were 
many more detailed rules and reg- 
ulations that all hunters must fol- 
low. Summaries of these rules and 
regulations are available from the 
office of all county judges.
